Japanese Have Three Times as .-Many Troops as the Rus

advance is on.

Trinity Church Was Sixty Years Old 


Last Sunday—Special Services

Just sixty years ago to the day, on 


Sunday .last. Trinity . parish was or- 
ganized. The minutes of the original 
meeting are preserved among'

parish records, signed by Isaac VVoo- 
dle. who was secretary of the meet 
Ing. The Rev. Thomas J. Ruger, re 
fusing a'call at that time to 
St. 


Paul's church, Milwaukee, pressed on 
to the Rock river valley In the sum- 
mer of '44, and held regular services 
far a couple of months before organ- 
izing the parish.. At .the meeting on 
Sept. 18. 1844, there were present 
•beside the priest. Wm. Lupton, J. B. 
Doe. Wm. B. Sheldon,

Smith, J. J. R. Pease, Qtiy Slough- 
ton, Joseph Croft, A. T. Wood, A. 

These 
resolved themselves into a parish, of 
two wardens and ten vestrymen und- 
er the guidance of Father Ruger, as 
In the old days he was affectionately 
called, and the parish' was duly or- 
ganized. It was not till three years)
